To the Inhabitants of the Town of Newbury, in the 
County of Merrimack, in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said Newbury on Tuesday, the 8th day of March, 
next at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 


Art. 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for 
the year ensuing. 


Art. 2. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year 
and make appropriations of the same. 


Art. 3. To hear Reports of Town Officers, Agents 
and Committees heretofore chosen and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


Art. 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of 
taxes. 


Art. 5. To see what action the Town wishes to take 
in regard to disposing of property acquired by tax 
deed. 


Art. 6. To see what action the Town wishes to take 
in regard to accepting T.R.A., raise and appropriate 
the sum of ($767.19) to be used with State share 
($5,118.62). Same to be used on the Sutton Road. 


Art. 7. To see what action the Town wishes to take 
in regard to raising and appropriating the sum of one 
hundred and twenty-five ($125.00) dollars for the pur- 
pose of publicizing and promoting the natural advan- 
tages of the Town, together with the other Towns in 
the Dartmouth-Lake Sunapee area. 


Art. 8. To see what action the Town wishes to take 
in regard to raising and appropriating the sum of three 
hundred ($300.00) dollars for the purpose of publiciz- 
ing and advertising the Lake Sunapee Area, the same 
to be turned over to the Lake Sunapee Board of Trade, 
for this purpose. 


Art. 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of two hundred ($200.00) dollars 
for the purpose of cutting the brush in trails and old 
roads in the Town of Newbury for forest fire protec- 
tion. 


Art. 10. To see what action the Town wishes to take 
in regard to raising and appropriating the sum of 
($ ), for the purpose of installing a fence 
around land recently acquired from the Ernest Sher- 
man family for the purpose of enlarging the Marshall 
Cemetery and relocating a portion of the fence. 


Art. 11. To see what action the Town wishes to 
take in regard to raising and appropriating the sum of 
five hundred ($500.00) dollars for the purpose of buy- 
ing Rainbow Trout to be planted in Lake Sunapee to 
help in the publicizing of the area. 


Art. 12. To see if the Town will vote to accept a 
deed to the Road leading to the Bay Point Develop- 
ment and the Sunapee-Newbury Town line and main- 
tain same. 


Art. 13. To see what action the 'Town will take in 
regard to raising the sum of ($ ) dollars for 
the purpose of leveling, clearing and installing a fence 
around the land acquired from Mrs. Mertie Rowe for 
the purpose of enlarging the South Newbury Ceme- 
tery, raise and appropriate money for same. 


Art. 14. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to sell the land purchased from C. L. Hay 
(79 acres more or less) located on the Chalk Pond 
Road to the Sports Car Club for a track. 


Art. 15. To see what action the Town will take in 
regard to oiling the hill on the Park 10 Road, raise and 
appropriate the sum of three hundred ($300.00) dollars 
for same. 


Art. 16. To see what action the Town will take in 
regard to continuing work on the so-called Post Road, 
raise and appropriate the sum of fifteen hundred 
($1,500.00) dollars for same. 


Art. 17. To see what action the Town will take in 
regard to installing a dry hydrant in the South New- 
bury Village, raise and appropriate the sum of one 
thousand ($1,000.00) dollars for same. 


Art. 18. To see what action the Town wishes to 
take in regard to accepting a piece of land from the 
Frank Porter Felton family for the purpose of enlarg- 
ing the New Marshall Cemetery and deed a lot in said 
Cemetery in exchange for said land. 


Art. 19. To see what action the Town will take in 
regard to accepting a piece of land from Mertie M. 
Rowe for the purpose of enlarging the New South 
Newbury Cemetery, said land being located on the 
easterly side of the present Cemetery. 


Art. 20. To see what action the Town wishes to take 
in regard to accepting from Walter Wurth the sum 
of one hundred ($100.00) dollars. The same to be held 
in trust and the income from said trust fund to be 
used for the perpetual care of the Walter Wurth Cem- 
etery lot in the New Marshall Cemetery. 


Art. 21. To see what action the Town wishes to 
take in regard to raising the sum of five hundred 
($500.00) dollars in conjunction with the Cottage 
Owners Association of Blodgett Landing to engage a 
youth recreation Director for the season of 1960, raise 
and appropriate the money for same. 


Art. 22. To see what action the Town wishes to 
take in regard to the proposed relocation of Route 103 
so-called, to start East of Bradford Village to a point 
near the property of George Purple on the Newbury 
Road (103) south of the bridge at the foot of so-called 
Ledge Hill. 


This is for the purpose of expressing a prefer- 
ence of the two proposed Routes laid out by the State 
Highway Department, namely— 


1. The Red Line to go on the East side of Todd 
Lake and Easterly of South Newbury Village. 


2. The Green Line to go across Todd Lake and 
to the West side of same, with the Road going to the 
West side of South Newbury Village, or a new layout 
going to the East side of the South Newbury Village. 


Art. 23. Shall the provisions of chapter 287 of the 
Revised Statutes Annotated relative to playing games 
of Beano be adopted in this city or town? 


Art. 24. To see what action the Town will take in 
regard to having all Taxable property in the Town of 
Newbury, N. H. Reassessed under the supervision of 
the State of New Hampshire Tax Commission. And 
raise and appropriate the sum of fifteen hundred 
($1,500.00) for same. 


Art. 25 To see what action the town will take in re- 
gard to raising and appropriating the sum of Five Hun- 
dred ($500.00) dollars to buy brown trout to be put in 
Lake Todd; and the above same to be paid to the 
Bradford Fish & Game Club. 


Art. 26. To see what action the Town wishes to take 
in regard to closing the Harvey Morse road, subject 
to gates and bars. 


Art. 27. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to appoint Town Officers not elected. 


Art. 28. To transact any other business that legally 
may come before said meeting.

Wet eCROTHAU 
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PREVENTION IS EVERYBODY’S BUSINESS 


The year 1959 was fortunate from a forest fire 
standpoint. New Hampshire had the best record in 
the nation. Fewer acres were burned, suppression 
costs were substantially reduced and damage to wood- 
lands held to a minimum. The record resulted from 
a combination of favorable weather conditions, an 
alert warden service and a cooperating public. 


Yet, despite all this, there still persists a disturb- 
ing note—58%, or 6 out of every‘10 fires in 1959 were 
caused by careless smokers and debris burners—10% 
or 1 out of every 9 fires was caused by children. 


Careless, indifferent, thoughtless and independent 
minded individuals and failure of parents to properly 
supervise children and keep matches out of their 
reach, annually cause these unnecessary fires which 
cost large sums to extinguish and cause extensive dam- 
age. The elimination of these three causes of fires 
would radically change this picture. The rules are 
simple — i 

1. Before burning, secure a permit from your lo- 

cal forest fire warden—the law requires it.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Each year I send a brief report of the public health 
nursing done in the area in which your town is locat- 
ed. During the year of 1959 I have made home visits 
to the following: infants, preschool children, adults, 
prenatals, postnatals, cardiacs, cancer cases, Nursing 
homes, retarded children, and orthopedic cases. This 
is a partial list of the services offered. 


Fluoride programs, for which preschool children 
are eligible, were held in the towns of Newbury, Salis- 
bury, and Sutton. The total attendance was 87— 
twenty children from Newbury participated. As you 
probably know, fluorine is a substance that helps to 
make teeth more resistant to tooth decay, and the 
children received topical applications at these clinics. 
In the future, I plan to offer these programs in each 
town every two years. 


Immunization surveys among the preschool chil- 
dren are done every two years by local citizens. The 
child health committee in your town consists of three 
members: Mrs. Richard Perkins, Mrs. Harold Folsom, 
and Mrs. Eugene Guild. The per cent of immunized 
children in your town indicates that most parents 
realize the importance of this protection and are tak- 
ing their children regularly to their family doctor. 


My office hours in Franklin are 8:30 to 9:30 every 
morning and Friday afternoon. Please contact me if 
there are any matters that you wish to discuss.

By next fall or sooner 
there will be a new Science Laboratory, Home Mak- 
ing Room, Commercial Suite and Shop which will 
make considerable improvement in their school pro- 
gram, because they have been crowded the past two 
years.
